or Agitation according to the Motion of it. - You 
may obferve, when Will. Peregrine comes into the 
Side-Box, Mifs Gatty flutters | * Fan asa Fly does 
its Wings round a Candle; while her elder Sifter, 
who is as much in Love with him as theis, is as 
grave as a Veltal at his Entrance, and the Confe- 
quence is accordingly. He watches half the Play for’ 
a Glance from her Sifter, while Gatty is overlook’d 
and neglected. I with you heartily as much Succefs 
in the Management of it as I have had : If you think 
fit to go on where I left off, I will give you a thort 
Account of the Execution I have made with it. Ci- 
mon, who is the dulleft of Mortals, and tho’ a wor- 
derful great Scholar, does not only paufe, but feems 
to take a Nap with his Eyes open between every o- 
ther Sentece'in his Difcourfe : Him have I made a 
Leader in Affemblies ; and one Blow on.the Shoul- 
der as I pafsd by him, has raisd him to a down- 
right Impertinent in all Converfations.

From my own Apartment, Auguf 8, 
I had the Honour this Evening to vifit fome 
Ladies, where the Subject of the Converfation 
was —_— which they commended as a Qualit 
quite as becoming in Men asin Women. I too 
the Liberty to fay, it might be as beatitiful in our 
Behaviour as in theirs ; yet it could not be faid, it 
was as fuccefsful in Life; for as if was the only Re- 
commendation in them, fo it was the greateit Ob~ 
ftacle to us both in Love and Bufinets.

mutt deferibe the Differerice between, the Modelty 
of Women and that of Men, or we fhould be con- 
founded in our Reafonings upon it ; for this Vir- 
tue is to be regarded with Refpect to our different 
Ways of Life. The Woman's Province is to be 
careful in her'Occonomy, and chaft in her Affection: 
The-Man’s, to be active in the Improvement of his 
Fortune, and ready to undertake whatever is con- 
fiftent with his Reputation for that End. Modelty 
@herefore in a Woman has a certain agreeable Fear 
in ail {he enters upon; and in Men, it is composd 
of right ‘Judgment of what is proper for them 
to attempt. From hence it is, that a difcreet Man 
is always a modeftone. It is to be noted, that 
Modelty in a Man is never to be allow’d as a good 
Quality, but a Weaknefs, if it fupprefies his Vir- 
tue, and hides it from the World, when he has at 
the {ame Time a Mind to exert himfelf. A French 
Author fays very juftly, That Modefty 1s to the 
other Virtues in a Man, what Shade in a Picture is 
to the Parts of the. Thing reprefented : It makes all 
the Beauties confpicuous, which would otherwife 
be but a wild Heap of Colours. This Shade on 
our Actions muft therefore be very juftly applied ; 
for. if there be too much, it hides our good Qua- 
lities, inftead of fhowing them to Advantage. WVeffor 
in Athens was an unhappy Inftance of this Truth ; 
for he was not nly in his Profeffion the reatelt 
Man of that Age, but had giv’n more Proofs of it 
than any other Man ever did; yet for Want of 
that natural Freedom and Audacity which is ne- 
cefflary in Commerce with Men, his perfonal Mo- 
defty overthrew all his publick Actions. efor 
was in thofe Days a skilful Architect, and in a 
Manner the Inventor of the Ufe of Mechanick 
Powers, which he brought to fo great Pertection, 
that he knew to an Atom what Foundation would 
bear {uch a Superftruéture: And they record of him, 
that he was fo prodigioufly exact, that for the Ex- 
periment-fake, he builtan Edifice of great Beauty, 
and feeniing Strength ; but contriv’d fo as to bear 
only its own Parts, and not to admit the Addition 
of the leaft Particle, This Building was beheld 
with much Admiration by all the Virtuofi of that 
Time; but fell down with no other Preflure, but the 
fettling of a Wren upon the Top of it. But Nefor’s 
‘Modetty was duchy that his Art and Skill were foon 
diftegarded, for Want of that Manner with which 
Men of the World fupport: and affert the Merit of 
their own Performances. Soon after this Example 
of his Art, Athens was by the Treachery of its 
Enemies burnt to the Ground. This gave Nefor 
the greateft-Occafion that ever Builder had to ren- 
der his Name immortal, and his Perfon venerable ; 
For .all the new City rote according to his Difpofi- 
tion, and all the Monuments of the Glories and 
Dittrefles of that People were erected by that fole 
Artilt; Nay, all their Temples, as well as Houtes, 
‘were the Effects of his Study and Labour; info- 
much, that it was faid by an old Sage, Sure, Nefor 
will now be famous ; for the Habitations of Gods 
as well as Men are built by his Contrivance. But 
this bathful Quality {till put a Damp upon his 
great Knowledge, which has as fatal an Effect up- 
- on Men’s Reputations as Poverty; for as it was 
faid, The poor Man fav'd the City, and the poor 
Man’s Labour was forgot; fo here we fee, The mo- 
deft Man ‘built the City, and the modeft Man’s 
Skill was unknown. Thus we fee every Man is 
the Maker ‘of his own Fortune ; and what is very 
odd to confider, he muft in fome Meafire be the 
Trumpet of his Fame: Not that Menave to be to- 
Jerated ‘who direétly praife themfelves, but they to 
be induc’d with a Sort of defentive Eloquence, by 
which they fhall be always capable of expreiling 
the Rules and Arts by which they govern them- 
ielves. Varillus “was the Man of all I have read of 
the happieft in tke true Pofleffion of this Quality 
of Modefty. My Author fays of him, Modefty 


in Varillus is really a Virtue; fot it isa volta 
Quality, and the Effect of good Senie, He is natuf- 
rally bold and enterprifing ; but fo jultly ditcredg, 
that he never aéts or {peaks any Thing, but thole 
who behold him know he has forborn much more 
than he has perform’d or utter'd, out of Deterence 
to the Perfons whom he is before. This makes Vz- 
rillas truly amiable, and all his Attempts fuceefs- 
ful; for as bad as the World is x wrens to be by 
thoie who are pethaps unskill’d in it, Want of 
Succefs in our Actions is generally owing to Want 
of Judginent in what we ought to atteanpt, ora 
ruftick Modefty which will not give ‘us Leave to 
undertake what we ought. But how misfortunate 
this diffident Temper is to thofe who are poflefs'd 
with it, may be beft feen in the Succefg of fuch as 
are wholly unacquainted with it. We have one 
peculiar Elegance in our Language above al! others, 
which is confpicuous in the Term Fellow, This 
Word added to any of our Adjectives extreme! 
varies, or quite alters the Senfe of that with which 
it is join'd. Thus, tho’ a modeft Man is the moft 
unfortunate of all Men, yet a modeft Fellow is as 
fuperlatively happy. A modeft Fellow is a ready 
Creature, who with great Humility, and as great 
Forwardnefs, vifits his Patrons at all Hours, and 
meets ‘em in all Places, and has fo moderate an 
Opinion of himfelf, that he makes his Court at 
large: If you won't give him a great Employment, 
he will be glad of a little one. He has fo great a 
Deference for his Bénefactor’s Judginent, that as 
he thinks himfelf fit for any Thing he can get, fo 
he is above nothing which, is offer'd; like the 
young Batchellor of Arts, who caine to Town re- 
commended to a Chaplain’s Place; but none being 
vacant, modeftly accepted of that of a Potiillion. 
We have very many confpicuous Perfons of this 
Undertaking : Yet Modelt turn; I have a Grand- 
fon who is very happy in this Quality : I fent him 
in the Time of the la{t Peace into France. As foon 
as he landed at Calais, he {ent me an exact Account 
of the Nature of the People, and the Policies of 
the King of France. 1 got him fince chofena Mem- 
ber of a Corporation: The Modeft Creature, ag 
foon as he came into the Common Council, told 
a Senior Burgefs, he was perfectly out in the Or- 
ders of their Houfe. In other Circumftances, he is 
fo thoroughly Modeft a Fellow, that he feems to 
pretend only to Things he underftands. He isa 
Citizen only at Court, and in the City a Courtier, 
In a Word, to {peak the Characterittical Ditference 
between a Modeft Man and a Modelt Fellow ; the 
Modetft Man is in Doubt in all his Aétions ; a Mo- 
deft Fellow never has a Doubt from-his Cradle to 
his Grave,
